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SIXTY-EIGHTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 
for  the  Year  ended  31st  December,  1942 

To  the  Governors  and  Friends  of  the  Hospital. 

The  presentation  of  this  Annual  Report — though  necessarily  brief  in 
accordance  with  War-time  conditions— is  a  reminder  once  again  of  the 
service  the  Hospital  renders  to  the  district  and  of  the  affection  and  goodwill 
it  continues  to  enjoy. 

During  the  past  year,  the  calls  upon  it  have  been  greater  than  ever. 
Under  the  stress  and  anxiety  of  War  this  is  inevitable,  and  the  Managing 
Committee  feel  they  are  but  expressing  the  natural  wish  of  every  Governor 
in  conveying  to  the  Consulting  and  Medical  Staffs,  the  Matron  and  her 
Nursing  Staff  together  with  the  Administrative  and  Domestic  Staffs  a  very 
warm  and  high  tribute  for  their  untiring  services,  and  especially  to  Doctors 
T.  Johnston,  J.  G.  B.  Brass  and  B.  M.  Toop  for  their  additional  duties  in 
respect  of  air  raid  casualties,  involving  them  being  available  at  any  time 
for  this  emergency. 

The  last  Annual  Report  recorded  the  acquisition  of  “The  Manse,”  Chase 
Side  as  a  Nurses’  Home.  This  is  now  in  use.  The  rooms  vacated  at  the 
house  known  as  “The  Limes”  in  the  Hospital  Grounds  are  now  the 
Administrative  Offices  and  Board  Room.  This  in  turn  has  enabled  the  old 
offices  adjacent  to  the  X-Ray  Department  to  be  converted  into  waiting  and 
dressing  room  accommodation  for  the  increasing  number  of  X-Ray  patients, 
a  long  felt  need. 

In  common  with  all  hospitals  at  the  present  time,  the  Managing 
Committee  have  before  them  from  time  to  time  the  question  of  improved 
pay  and  conditions  for  the  Nursing  and  Domestic  Staffs,  to  which  they 
always  give  their  sympathetic  consideration.  In  this  matter  they  feel  they 
have  the  full  support  of  the  Governors.  Recently  a  rest  room  was  provided 
for  the  personal  use  of  the  maids  of  the  Hospital  when  off-duty. 

Once  again  the  Student  Nurses  were  all  successful  in  their  pass-out 
examinations,  and  congratulations  are  again  tendered  to  the  Sister  Tutor 
on  this  excellent  result. 

In  June  last  the  Hospital  was  visited  by  two  visitors  from  King  Edward’s 
Hospital  Fund  for  London— Dr.  Lewis  Glover  (Medical)  and  Sir  Philip 
Buckland  (Lay),  who  expressed  themselves  satisfied  with  their  inspection 
and  the  information  supplied  to  them. 

The  Hospital  was  also  inspected  in  October  last  by  Doctors  A.  M.  H. 
Gray  and  A.  Topping,  appointed  by  the  Minister  of  Health  to  carry  out  a 
survey  of  the  hospitals  in  the  London  area. 

During  the  year  the  Hospital  was  made  cognizant  of  the  munificent 
benefaction  of  the  late  Mr.  W.  Selby  Simpson,  a  long  and  faithful  friend 
of  the  Hospital,  who  left  a  legacy  of  £10,000  for  the  purpose  of  building 
and  equipping  a  Wing  at  the  Hospital  to  be  called  “The  Eugenie  and 
William  Selby  Simpson  Wing.”  This  amount  has  since  been  received  and 
invested  until  it  is  possible  to  carry  out  the  benefactor’s  wishes.

devotion  for  a  period  of  20  years. 

During  “Warships  Week"  in  March  last  year,  no  less  than  £137  14s. 
was  donated  to  the  Hospital  in  war -savings  certificates  from  various  donors 
and  as  a  result  of  several  very  successful  efforts  and  competitions,  for  which 
the  Hospital  is  very  grateful.

Income.

December,  1942.

INCOME. 

Contributions  for  1942  amounted  to  £2,763  5s.  8d.,  an  increase  of  £473  Is.  Id. 
over  the  previous  year.  The  Scheme  was  inaugurated  in  the  autumn  of  1930,  and 
contributions  have  steadily  increased  from  £480  18s.  5d.  in  1931  to  £2,763  5s.  8d.  in 
1942. 

SERVICE  GIVEN. 

No  fewer  than  1,068  members  received  free  hospital  treatment  during  the  year  in 
their  own  and  46  other  Hospitals.  In  1941  the  number  so  treated  was  701. 

HELP  TO  OWN  HOSPITAL. 


The  cost  of  treatment  to  members  of  the  Scheme  in  their  own  Hospital  during 
1942  (based  on  the  statistical  cost  of  £4  17s.  2d.  per  week  for  In-patient  treatment 
as  in  1941)  was  £1,747  3s.  9d.,  as  against  £1,162  7s.  2d.  in  1941,  due  to  greater 
service  given.  The  cheque  paid  to  the  Maintenance  Fund  of  the  Hospital  on  31st 
December,  1942  after  meeting  all  necessary  expenditure  (chiefly  payments  for  members 
treated  in  other  Hospitals)  was  £1,542  11s.  8d.,  a  net  increase  of  £150  11s.  3d.  over 
1941.  The  sum  paid  over  represents  a  payment  of  £4  5s.  Od.  per  week  for  every 
Scheme  member  treated. 


SOCIAL  ACTIVITIES. 


It  has  again  been  difficult  during  the  past  year  for  Hon.  Collectors  and  their 
friends  to  meet  frequently  for  social  intercourse  as  they  would  like,  but  the  four 
social  evenings  arranged  during  the  year  and  held  in  Chase  Side  School  were  all 
well  attended  and  were  greatly  enjoyed. 


A  TRIBUTE. 

It  is  not  too  much  to  say  that  the  continued  success  of  the  Scheme  is  due  to  no 
small  extent  to  the  self-sacrificing  labours  of  the  Honorary  Group  Collectors.  To 
their  devoted  service  to  the  Hospital  in  this  way  it  is  difficult  to  pay  an  adequate 
tribute.  The  past  year  has  been — under  existing  conditions — a  particularly  difficult 
one  for  them.  But  they  have  surmounted  these  difficulties  in  a  wonderful  way  as  the 
total  collections  for  the  year  indicate.  To  them,  the  Hospital  Committee  offer  their 
grateful  thanks. 


THANKS. 

In  their  turn  the  Social  Committee  of  the  Scheme  and  the  Honorary  Collectors 
would  express  in  the  name  of  all  the  members  their  deep  thanks  to  the  Consultants, 
Specialists  and  Doctors  for  their  great  skill  and  service  to  members  during  the  past 
year.  Their  whole-hearted  co-operation  with  the  Scheme  and  their  goodwill  are 
highly  valued. 

To  the  Matron  and  Nursing  Staff  for  the  kindly  care  and  attention  always  so 
freely  given  and  felt  by  all  who  receive  treatment  at  the  Hospital,  grateful  thanks 
are  given.  It  is  a  source  of  the  greatest  encouragement  to  the  Honorary  Collectors 
in  making  their  weekly  calls  on  members  to  receive  so  many  tributes  of  gratitude  and 
appreciation  from  them,  all  of  whom  speak  in  the  highest  praise  of  the  Hospital  and 
its  great  work  for  the  people  of  the  district.
